San Francisco, June 30 —A Portland 
press dispatch, coniaining the latest 
reports from the scene of the Indian 
outbreak, says: A tribe of ludians 
known as the Kiver Snakes killed John 
Ritchie of Mouat Idaho. Toe Cvear 
Dalenes, who have thus far strictly ob 
versed their promise of good behavior, 
are reporied to bein pursuit of the 
murderers. It is reportei tuat the 
Ciear Water Indians, under “Looking 
Glass,” had turned jovse and plundered 
George Dempster’s place, becween the 
middie and south forks ‘of the Crear 
Waiter, and driven cif the siock fuund 
between these forks to their camp, 
about six miles wbove Kanish. The 
contirms Jim Sawyeis’ statement made 
in the Indian council yesterday, at 
Lapwai, as the purposes of ‘Looking 
Giass” and hisforty men. The Indians 
toid two Chinamen of Clear Wate 
that thev had declared war oa the 
whites, aad wouid commence thelr 
raids upon the inhabitauts within two 
days. When this news reached Mount 
Ideho,a force of twenty voiunteers 
staried immediaiely for Ciear Water, 
bat no news has come from them yet. 
Gen. Howard was notified, and said he 
would send a detachment ot regulars to 
scour the country in that uirection 
this morniog. The volunteers wuic 
were in the fight at White Bird creek, 
saw an Indian who weut out as one of 
iue iriendly Indians with Col Perry, 
irom Lapwai, beckon the Lostiies tor- 
ward iu !l e fight, and saw other move- 
ments of some of the friendly Indians, 
evincing friendliness to the hostiles 
during the fight. A report which lacks

Bucuargst, June 30.—The Russian 
forces at Hirsova reported to be march- 
ing on Silistria, are said to be within 
40 kilometres of that fortress. The 
furks are apparently concentrating 
their troops in the principal i-n ts,where 
they will soon beattacked Everything 
is reported quiet to-day on the Darube. 


It is ascertained sow that the principal 


crossing west of Guirgevo was at Petro- 
ceni and Parapan, just beley Simnitza, 
where the Russians crosse %na large 
number oi rafts and smai! voats uaiil 
a position was secured on the south 
bank. This accounts for the compara- 
tively small loes suffered by the Rus 
sian troops, as the passage was eff>cted 
in small detaehiiments, whd' were 
scattered on the river and advanced 
towards the opposite ba k after the 
mauner of ekirmishers so as to render 
the enemy’s five less effective, Th; 
Rusgiaus have also crossed at Turnu 
Magureli, and have joined the Grand 
Dake N.cholasatSistuva. The Russian 
commissariat has welegrapbed to hurry 
up the supplies tur,tue army, repre 
senting that the country on ths other 
side of the river js entirely destitute, 
and saying that there ‘ers fears of a 
famine in Bulgaria. 

Loxpon, June 30.—Telegrams to the 
Daily News from various p>ints on the 
Danube, give particulars of a frightful! 
bombardment along that river ai 
Rastcnuk. 

The German c»nsulate was destroy- 
ed by tweatv-foar shells, and the 
Freuch consulate Dy three, and the 
Austrian consulate was riddled. The 
military hospital in the Jewish quar- 
ters, 1eceived 7Z saelis. They fell 
everywhere, and uo spot was consid 
ered safs up te Wednesday.

Zoe—Trhe Latest Lenden Sensation: 
From the New York Times. 


Messrs. Maskelyne & Cooke, of Lon- 
don, have invented a new automaton, 
which bids fair to rival the reputation 
acquired by their celebrated Psycho, 
the mystery of whose operations has 
not yet been discovered. Mr. Maske. 
lyne: submits to the examination of lis 
audience a small stand or table, having 
an oblong pase or plinth of wood, 
resting on five small knoW-feet, also of 
solid wood, and a single wood pillar 
supports the.thin table top, which. on 
its upper surface, is of silk stuffed like 
acushion, This lwht stard is then 
placed upon the stage, and is isolated 
from the carpet on the floor 
by flat squares of clear plated~ 
glass, first inspected by the 
audience, and then, without possibility 
of substitution, laid one under each 
foot of the table. The automaton, 
“Zoe,” the model of a young lady in 
in Greek costume, is fashioned in a 
sitting attitude, and if she could stand 
up would be about four and a haif feet 
in stature She isvarried round so that 
all may test by her weight the fact that 
she is certainly a hollow doll fitted with 
light mechanism, and cannot possibly 
be an outside shell holding a diminutive 
human being within. She is then 
placed sitting upon the stuffed top of 
the little table with her back to the 
audience; an easel supported by a 
bracket from the table top hlds ‘up- 
rigut. before ber, and at nearly arm’s 
lengih, a drawing board with a sheet 
of pap r about 21, inches long by 18 
inches broa?}, end a crayon is held be- 
tween her wax finger and thumb by 
means of a sliding pencil arrangement, 
with a small weight which, when the 
crayon is applied to the 
papér, maintains a uniform pressure 
suffitieut for distinct marking. Thus 
prepared, “Zoe” is ready for work. ino 
sume mysterious manner she imitates 
the motions of «an artist’s arm with 
ficility, hh 1s her erayon in profes- 
sional form strikes a true line across 
her easel in a masterly manner,prompt 
ly carries her hand irom one point of 
the drawin? board to another,carefully 
yet instantaneously, raises her pencil 
from the paper and transfers it to an- 
other spot, returns to add touches and 
iusert Omissions, and finally lowers her 
arm and hand when the sketch is com- 
pleted.

scription and shadowy outline of 
Toombs as he really is, and every- 
body feels and knows him to be. 
: The impression he has made 
upon. the public mind and heart 
is peculiar, deep and _ strong. 
And while every man in the 
State and nation feels it as a pa. 
tent and potent entity, no man 
can do. other than feel it; and 
know it and fully recognize it 
pictured in his own conciousness, 
tor he cannot express it, nor fully 
nor fairly represent it to others. 
Those who know’ him least’ ad- 
mire him least; those who know 
him best esteem him mostf, but 
all, whether they like or dislike, 
unite in a common and heartfelt 
appreciation of his splendid gifts 
and independent manly career. 
If any one trait above others has 
signalizéd him, it is his hatred 
and contempt of dissimulation> 
He deceives nobody. Every- 
body knows where he stands on 
all questions of public interest, 
and what he feels and thinks 
about them, and whether ap 
proved or disapproved, he main- 
tains his ground all the same. 
This remarkable son of Geor 
gla was born in the county of 
Ww ilkes, in this State| July 2, 1810. 
— Tle oradui ited at Union C ollege 
in 1828, and studied the profes 
sion of law; which he has fol 
lowed and adorned through his 
| eventful life. : 
| He studied his, profession at 
Ahe University of Virginia. At 
once Pac use wthefrept rank_of 
profession; and it may be 
aide Of him in view of his 
ail thorough “knowledge of law, his 
prilliant powers of discussion and 
his glowing eloquence, he has 
long been the master of the bar 
1 Georgia. . He has done much 
public service. He served as 
‘captain of volunteers under Gen.

In the gecbeeding year was elect 
ed to the State Legislature from 
the ‘county of his birth, which 
thas ever been his home, and has 
always delighted to honor. him. 
Hie remained a member of the 
General Assembly of Georgia 
from thence (with perhaps the | 
exception of one year) up to 
1845, when he was transferred to 
the House of Representatives of 
the national Congress. Here he 
represented his State for cight 
years, end was then elevated te 
the prouder position still of 
United States Senator. He was 
elected Senator for two successive 
terms, but the secession of his 
State in January, 1861, caused 
him to leave his seat, after which 
he was expéled by the remaining 
body of Semtors. . 

He was the leading and domi- 
nant spirit of the secession con- 
vention. He was. afterw ard a 
member of theConfederate Con- 
eress at Montgmery, Alabama, 
and subsequenly Secretary of 
State of the Coifederate States. 
He also did vaiant service 
brigadier-general in the Confed- 
erate army. Spaking of Gen. 
‘Toombs as Secretry of State re- 
calls an amusing aecdote told ot 
him while he fillec, that office in

Joseph Augustus Hunt, a use- 
ful and watchful member of the 
Convention, was born in Monroe 
county, Georgia, in 1841. He 
was married in 1863 to Miss km- 
ma C. Williams, the daughter of 
Dr. R. M. Williams, his neigh- 
bor. Mr. Hunt comes froma fam- 
ily distinguished for its sturdy 
qualities, its steady integrity and 
vigorous mind. He received a 
sood academic education at Coun 
ty Line Academy, in Pike county. 
He entered the Confederate army 
as a private in the Lhird Georgia 
Battalion in 1861, but was soon 
discharged in consequence of ill 
health: He entered the State 
Line in 1862, and served six 
months at Savannah, and was af 
terwards made Assistant Adjutant 
General of the Georgia Militia, 
under Gov. Brown. Mr. Hunt 
has always been a Democrat.

J. Litton: Between 1849 and 1854 
“he Wad5 three times® lected Clerk 
of the Superior Court of Lunypkus 
county. The next year, 1555, he 
was sent by his county people to 
represent them tn the lower house 
of the Georgia Legislature. Here 
he developed those careful and 
discriminating powers and clear 
judgments in matters of legisla 
tion that have since distinguished 
him. In 1861 he was ele cted Sen 
ator from the Thirty-second Dis- 
trict, arid served there in that haz- 
ardous period of our rsa In 
1865 he was a member of that 
celebrated Constitutional Conven- 
tion whose labors, it was hoped 
and intended, should restore Geor- 
viato her true position among the 
States, to give to her own peo 
ple the control of her affairs. 

To refer back to the war, Mr. 
Boyd ,was Colonel of the F ifty- 
second Georgia Regiment, C. S. 
A., and entered dauntlessly into 
the struggle, but in September, 

1862, he was attacked with ty 
phoid fever and chronic diarrhcea, 
and compelled to resign his com- 
mand shortly after. "Te latter 
disease afflicted him for more than

It also corrects an erroneou: impression which — 
has been produced by the recently announced 
reduction in prices of sewing machines, from 
which the public seem to bave inferred that the 
manufacturers are anxious to aimoset give away 
their mechines. Such is not the case. Good 
standard sewing machines are but a trifle 
cheap _r for cash than they have been for the 
past six monthe. 

‘The machines s#dvertised for the lowest price 
are not such as the public wants or wil! gener- 
ally buy. The mo-t popular style, the machine 
with cc ver, drawers and drop leaf, varies in 
pr ce for cash from $40 to $10, according to its 
system and finish and the locality of its saie 
Au addition of about $5 is made to the price if 
it be delivered at some distant point, and in- 
struction given there, and about $10 is added to 
the price if it be sold on time. Fo-:merly, a 
larger addition was made for time and install- 
menisales, When greater risks were taken, and 
large allowances made for old macPines in ex- 
change. The lack of cash or credit will prevent 
many purchasing,even at the nominally re 
duced rates, since the scrutiny of respo: sibility 
will be more rigorous. 

Another erroneous impression prevails, too, 
that prices of good machines will be materially 
reduced. Such cannot be the caseand the busi- 
ness remain healthy. The present cheapness of 
labor and material favors low prices. With in- 
creased activity in business, and the consequent 
advance in the price of labor and material, the 
prices of sewing machines are more likely to 
adyance. They must covera fair prvfitop the 
costof manufacture and the commercial ex- 
pense of putting them into the hands of pur- 
chasers, giving instruction, guaranty, etc. From 
these two points, the inference is clear and.le- 
gitimate, that the prices of good machines can- 
not go lower. Extraordinary offers -should be 
carefully seratiniz:d. Geld dollars cannot be 
had for fifty cents a piece Many who promise 
most perform ieast. Deal with the standard re- 
liable concerns, which are likely to continue 
aid be able to make goo: their guaranty. 

A third error is the expectatiou of agente and 
midele men to have the same discount or com- 
mission a* heretofore allowed for sales, Such 
caunot be the case. [tis wel. understood that 
sewing m*chine miunufacturcrs have not re- 
cently done a profitable business .How then 
can they materially reduce taeir prices to the 
trade? Every one has now adays to work for 
less pay or profit than heretofore, and why not 
sewing machine men? Tens of thousauds now 
stand idle with literali'y nothing to do Thank 
ful should ‘'.ose be who find employment now 
at moderate pay. We must ail work harder 
and live cheaper, and hop. for ‘the good time 
coming.’’
